Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

The  original  purpose  of  Local  Council  Health  Departments  was  to 
combat  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  and  to  try  to  abate  the  gross 
sanitary  defects  so  deleterious  to  the  health  of  past  generations.  That 
this  is  not  so  far  removed  locally  can  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  a water 
borne  Sewage  System  did  not  come  to  this  district  until  the  interwar  years. 

For  the  past  decade  or  so  control  of  infectious  disease  has  occupied 
only  a small  part  of  the  time  of  the  Department  and  with  the  advent  of  an 
effective  vaccine  against  Measles  the  incidence  of  this  common  infectious 
disease  of  childhood  should  decline  rapidly.  However,  it  is  essential  to 
remain  ever  conscious  that  our  primary  responsibility  for  infectious  disease 
control  be  not  forgotten  as  we  become  more  immersed  in  the  current  environ- 
mental problems.

The  Still  Birth  Rate  of  13.8  per  1,000 
total  births  compared  favourably  with  the 
national  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of 
14.8. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  19.5  per 
1,000  live  births  and  was  greater  than  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.3.  When 
dealing  with  a small  population  the  likeli- 
hood of  marked  fluctuation  from  year  to  year 
has  to  be  taken  into  consideration  as  the 
local  rate  was  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year's  figure. 

Included  in  the  total  deaths  of  infants 
under  1 year  were  15  who  died  within  the  first 
month  of  life. 

This  figure  combines  the  still  births  with 
neonatal  deaths  during  the  first  week  of  life 
and  represents  in  the  main  the  hazard  to  Infant 
life  associated  with  childbirth  or  genetic 
influences . 

The  rate  is  calculated  on  the  total  births 
(live  and  still)  and  gives  a figure  of  23.8 
as  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  25.4. 

The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.18  per  1,000 
population.  The  national  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11.2  per  1,000  population.  The  main 
causes  of  death  retained  the  usual  pattern,  being:

There  were  17  notifications  scattered 
throughout  the  year  and  none  of  them  required 
hospitalisation. 

24  cases  of  this  infaction  were  notified  and 
only  one  required  treatment  in  hospital. 

This  infection  was  less  troublesome  than  in 
previous  years  and  only  4 notifications  were 
received. 

366  notifications  were  received,  mainly 
occurring  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  and 
being  a carry  over  from  the  epidemic  of  the  year 
previous.  This  could  well  be  the  last  major 
epidemic  locally  if  use  of  the  vaccine  became 
widespread. 

New  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
numbered  19  and  2 cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease 
were  detected. 

There  were  2 deaths,  one  male  one  female,  both 
being  in  the  age  group  36  to  45. 

At  this  end  of  the  period  under  review  the 
number  of  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
had  fallen  to  336  being  a decline  of  32  from  the 
year  previous. 


ONMENTAL  HEALTH 


During  the  year  a further  smoke  control  order 
containing  1,500  properties  was  approved  by  the 
Minister . 

About  half  the  population  in  the  Borough  now 
live  in  smoke  control  areas. 

This  was  a disappointing  year  after  the  progress 
reported  in  past  years. 

No  houses  were  represented  under  Clearance  Atea 
procedure  and  only  11  houses  were  the  subject  of 
Closing  Orders. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH,  continued 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  General  inspection  of  75  premises  were 

PREMISES  ACT,  1963  recorded  and  a further  195  revisits  were 

necessary. 

The  total  number  of  premises  in  the  area, 
mainly  retail  shops  and  offices,  registered 
under  this  Act  was  580  and  approximately 
5,000  personnel  are  employed  on  these  premises. 

FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1955  During  the  year  92  samples  of  food  and 

drugs  were  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
examination.  No  formal  samples  were  reported 
as  unsatisfactory  while  2 informal  samples 
were  considered  unsatisfactory. 

Complaints  originating  from  members  of  the 
public  resulted  in  6 successful  prosecutions 
and  a further  18  cases  were  dealt  with  in- 
formally by  the  department. 

Foreign  bodies  found  in  food  sold  for  human 
consumption  included: - 

(1)  Fly 

(2)  Nail 

(3)  Charred  vegetable  fibres 

Food  hygiene  in  all  its  aspects  continues 
to  attract  a major  proportion  of  the  time  and 
skill  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 


STAFF 


There  was  considerable  movement  of  staff  during  the  year.  Mr.A.E.R. 
South,  the  Senior  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  retired  on  the  8th  June, 
1967,  after  more  than  50  years  of  Local  Government  Service,  the  last  22  years 
of  which  were  spent  at  Chatham.  Unfortunately  this  loyal  and  very  capable 
officer  died  on  the  very  day  his  retirement  was  due  to  commence.  Mr.  F.C. 
Gaffney,  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  retired  on  the  30th  April,  1967, 
after  serving  the  Department  most  loyally  for  12  years. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Ainsley  and  Mr.  M.  J.  Giblin  left  to  take  up  other  appoint- 
ments. To  make  good  the  deficit  Mr.  W.  Jones,  M.B.E.  was  appointed  on  the  1st 
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September,  1967,  and  Mr.  N.  G.  Philp  on  the  28th  September,  1967.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham* 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year 
1967. 


The  greatest  single  factor  affecting  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment during  the  year  was  undoubtedly  the  severe  shortage  of  district 
public  health  inspectors.  The  department  had  a full  complement  of  five 
district  public  health  inspectors  for  only  the  first  four  months  of  the 
year.  For  four  months  there  were  three  inspectors,  for  three  months  two 
inspectors  and  for  one  month  only  one  inspector. 

This  shortage  was  equivalent  to  the  department  functioning 
with  less  than  two  thirds  of  the  establishment  of  district  inspectors 
for  the  whole  year. 

At  the  time  when  there  was  only  one  district  public  health 
inspector  it  was  impossible  to  continue  meat  inspection  duties  and 
investigate  the  more  urgent  complaints.  Gillingham  Borough  Council  were 
approached  and  readily  agreed  to  loan  an  inspector  to  carry  out  and 
maintain  one  hundred  per  cent  meat,  inspection  service  at  the  local 
private  slaughterhouse.  Gillingham  Council's  action  and  the  assistance 
given  by  their  inspector  was  greatly  appreciated. 

Housing 

In  the  circumstances  it  was  not  possible  to  implement  the 
Redevelopment  Programme  and  no  houses  were  inspected  for  inclusion  in 
clearance  areas.  Eleven  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  by  way  of 
individual  orders. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

General  inspections  of  premises  continued  under  this  Act  but 
the  department  was  unable  to  maintain  the  impetus  of  the  previous  year. 
During  the  year  a progress  report  upon  the  implementation  of  the  Act 
was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  meat  inspection  service  figured  high  in  the  list  of 
priorities  during  the  staff  shortage  and  with  the  assistance  of  a 
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little  help  from  Gillingham  Borough  Council  a one  hundred  per  cent 
inspection  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  maintained. 


On  17th  November  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  included 
in  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Controlled  Area)  Special  Order  No.  10, 
1967.  This  threw  extra  work  upon  the  staff  who  in  addition  to  other 
duties  had  to  supervise  at  the  slaughterhouse  the  disinfection  of  cattle 
lorries,  many  of  which  arrived  very  early  in  the  mornings.  Further 
information  is  given  later  in  my  report. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 


Inspections  of  the  proposed  No.  5 Smoke  Control  Order  were 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  area  is  the  largest 
inspected  up  to  date,  occupying  approximately  1,892  acres  but  containing 
only  some  1,500  dwellings.  The  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  on  13th  July,  1967,  and  becomes  operative 
on  1st  July,  1968. 


Noise 


Present  day  conditions  appear  to  bring  more  and  more  noise 
into  our  lives.  Unwanted  sound  which  we  can  all  do  without.  Generally 
the  public  is  becoming  more  aware  of  this  instrusion  and  are  increasingly 
seeking  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  department.  On  many  occasions 
it  is  found  that  the  cause  is  either  thoughtlessness  or  inconsideration 
to  others.  One  complaint  entailed  inspectors  making  observations  on 
several  nights  between  2.00  a.m.  and  4.30  a.m.  This  noise  nuisance 
continued  despite  several  informal  approaches  to  the  firm  concerned  and 
only  ceased  when  statutory  action  was  taken.  On  the  whole  most  noise 
nuisances  can  be  abated  on  an  informal  basis. 


Further  information  regarding  environmental  work  is  given 
later  in  my  report  in  paragraphs  preceding  statistical  information. 


The  support  and  interest  of  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  and  co-operation  of  other  departments  is  gratefully 
acknowledged . 


Only  by  hard  work  and  endeavour  were  the  difficulties  of  this

year  surmounted  and  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  and 
assistance  of  my  Deputy,  Mr.  A.  J.  Moore,  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is 
needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  a person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age, 
but  only  where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of 
carrying  out  the  necessary  house-hold  duties. 


NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden 
or  house-bound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 


FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service 
is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during 
the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness 
or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  periodof 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents'  consent,  in  house- 
holds where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family 
are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  of  which  they  live. 
The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to 
keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training 
for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a follow-on 
service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of 
mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period 
of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week  until 
the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.
